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THE RESOURCES COUNCIL 


This month, on pages 79-88, INTERIOR DESIGN presents the newly-formed Re- 
sources Council of the American Institute of Decorators, Inc., a liaison council 
of manufacturers, jobbers, importers and interior designer-decorators. Its purpose 
is to serve the American public better with better-designed products for the 
interiors of homes, offices and places of business. 

The potential of the Resources Council is great, since it represents the beginning 
of the first industry-wide co-operative effort between the producers or manufac- 
turers in the homefurnishings industry and the interior designing profession. 
It is well that both manufacturer and interior designer realize the significance of 
the word co-operate—that the word has two “o’s”: the manufacturer “owes” 
the interior designer and the interior designer “owes” the manufacturer, the at- 
titude implied being not “What can you do for me?” but “What can we do for 
one another?” If this philosophy is followed, the success of the Resources Council 
is assured. 

There are several things that occur to me which can ultimately be accomplished 
by the Resources Council: 1. A set of minimum and maximum standards for the 
finishing of furniture. 2. A set of upholstery standards for upholstered furniture. 
3. A set of standards for man-made fibers, with a set of do’s and don’ts developed 
as to how these fibers can or cannot be used in combination with natural fibers. 
4. Make the common phrase, “decorator colors”, really mean something. 5. 
Standardize the discounts and mark-ups of the various showrooms. 6. Take a 
definite stand on design piracy. By group thinking and action develop a moral 
business climate aimed at ostracizing the individual, whether manufacturer or 
designer, who deliberately pirates the creative work of others. 

The entire homefurnishings industry stands to profit by the Resources Council. 
Although credit should go to the American Institute of Decorators and the im- 
portant group of manufacturers, importers and jobbers listed on page 79-88 who 
have had the vision to lend their support, the Resources Council nevertheless 
belongs to the entire homefurnishings industry, and manufacturers can help and 
receive help by joining together within the Resources Council. 

I am sure that the present officers will welcome any constructive suggestions 
from manufacturers and interior designers aimed at making the Resources Coun- 


cil serve the industry better.

In The Florida Idiom

Green lawns at the front, with plantings of colorful 
flowers and palms that give way to little yachts bobbing 
on a busy water course at the rear, make the attractive 
house by architect William F. Bigoney, A.I.A. in Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, appealing to lovers of both land and 
water. Horst Gunther, I.D.I., was interior designer. Be- 
sides a house-with-a-view and storage facilities for boat 
equipment, the owners desired a house with year-round 
air conditioning, suitable for entertaining small groups of 
guests at any time. The living-dining area is isolated from 
the street side of the house by a screened patio pool 
spanned by a little bridge of white terrazzo, permitting 
the entire area to be open, yet private, with a view that 
can be limited to the quiet patio for dining or opened 
up to the active view of boats and marine life on the 
water side. Air conditioning is introduced through a 
suspended low ceiling which, contrasted with the higher 
areas of the long living room and glass-enclosed out- 
door patio, gives a surprising effect of greater scale. 
Other special decorative features include a mosaic mural 
wall in the kitchen and a stucco mural on one wall of an 
upstairs bathroom, a cantilevered balcony in the living 
room, and sliding glass doors and floors of white marble 
in living and dining areas. Most of the furniture was 
specially designed, and the kitchen is complete with gas, 
electric and electronic facilities for cooking.

W ith the rapid expansion of American economy, popu- 
lation and technology, and the enormous growth of the 
homefurnishings industry, the governing bodies and the 
membership of the American Institute of Decorators feel 
the need of closer coordination with manufacturers, dis- 
tributors, suppliers and sources of materials to guarantee 
an ever-increasing quality in our standard of living. The 
high standards set by the A.I.D. for its own membership 
and its long history of ethical accomplishment establish 
this organization as the logical proponent of a Resources 
Council for the education of the general public. 

As a result of joint meetings between manufacturers’ 
representatives and the A.I.D. Committee on Trade Rela- 
tions, the Resources Council of the American Institute of 
Decorators, Inc. was founded. Its main objectives are: 

1. To cooperate with the homefurnishings industry, 
with designers of home interiors, with the press and other 
media of communications, and with the public generally 
in developing good taste and furthering high ideals in the 
design of home and business interiors and in the manu- 
facture, sale and distribution of products for home im- 
provement. 

2. To provide facilities for the study, discussion and 
solution of the mutual problems of the homefurnishings 
industry, designers of home interiors and the general 
public. 

3. To encourage the development and public accept- 
ance of new and improved products, processes, methods 
and techniques in the homefurnishings field and the 
elevation of the American standard of living. 

4. To further the exchange of information between the 
homefurnishings industry and the designers of home and 
business interiors, concerning new processes and prod- 
ucts in this industry, the tastes and preferences of con- 
sumers and other matters of mutual interest to such 
industry and designers. 

The following excerpts from a talk given by Louis F. 
Laun of the Celanese Corporation at the 28th Annual 
A.1.D. Conference builds a good case for the Resources 
Council. Mr. Laun demonstrates a clear understanding 
of the homefurnishings industry and the interdependence 
of the manufacturer and the interior designer and deco- 
rator in the ultimate marketing and styling of products 
for the American consumer.

William Pahlmann, A.1.D,

“Many years ago the life of a decorator must have been 
a relatively simple one. From the standpoint of basic 
materials to work with they kad natural but no man- 
made fibers. I would have been out of a job in those 
days. There were fewer metals, there were no real plas- 
tics to speak of. Nobody expected draperies to wash and 
hang, or fabrics to repel soil and stain, or wallpaper to 
be washable. Ease of care really wasn’t much of a prob- 
lem to the decorator in homefurnishings as the lady who 
used the decorator most certainly had a staff of people to 
worry about the details of keeping these furnishings in 
good shape. 

“It is very doubtful if the decorators of that day would 
have been in the slightest interested in the thoughts of 
the suppliers of raw materials, or if they would have had 
any really mutual bond with them. And the sellers of 
these raw products probably would have had nothing 
whatsoever to say to the decorators. There would have 
been a vast silence. They simply lived in different worlds 
and left each other pretty much alone. 

“Today’s multiplicity of raw materials, the desire of 
your customers for products made of these materials, and 
the marketing programs that we fiber producers and raw 
material suppliers mount have brought us together. In 
short, we have found that we can be very helpful to one 
another. Let me illustrate. You thrive on a rising level 
of taste and the willingness of home owners and business 
firms to call in expert help to make sure their home and 
business surroundings adequately reflect their wishes. 
So do we. Look through the pages of the shelter books 
and the big consumer magazines which contribute to 
this rising taste level. You, as decorators, are represented 
in force on the editoral pages. On the advertising pages 
you will see ad after ad featuring decorator-created 
rooms settings inserted by the supplier firms which make 
up Resources Councils such as the one we are on. 

“Between the financial contributions these ads make 
toward the success of these magazines who put forth 
this editorial effort and the direct selling of good taste 
that they achieve, it is clear that these resources have be- 
come the real patrons of the arts in the homefurnishings 
field. More and more we fiber producers are thinking 
in terms of end products even though we may be several

stages away from the consumer. The fiber producer 
sells his product to a mill who sells it to a converter who 
sells it to the consumer via a decorator or a department 
store. 

“The fiber producer knows full well, however, that 
the very best way to get a mill to use more of his fiber 
is to widen the sales opportunity for that mill by expand- 
ing a market. How do you expand a market? By de- 
veloping new showcases for the fiber—and here a show- 
case would be a new drapery, new slipcover, new carpet 
design, new idea in upholstery applications, maybe a 
fabric wall. New items to replace the old. 

“Who is the A No. 1 specialist in making people dis- 
satisfied? You are: the decorator. When a business 
firm moves into a new office and holds a cocktail party 
to show off its decor to customers, suppliers and friends, 
the only happy people there—if the job’s done right— 
are the men giving the party or the invitees who have 
recently done the same thing. Everyone else is thinking 
how shabby and dated his own surroundings are. Who’s 
your decorator, they ask; who did this? 

“Seeds are planted that grow into business later. The 
same can be said for anybody who moves into a new 
house or apartment. They make everyone else miserable, 
and that’s good for business. 

“In a medium-sized industrial town, where the auto- 
mobile at one point was the sole status symbol of the 
population, a couple of young decorators I know once 
had a very good idea. They organized a guided tour 
and sold tickets for charity to see many of the upper, 
middlebrow homes in the area, getting all kinds of peo- 
ple into those homes who never would have been in 
them otherwise. They reported a brisk pickup in business 
following this, as seeds of dissatisfaction and growing 
doubt started to mature in the minds of these people who 
previously were completely happy that they had achieved 
status by buying just one new automobile. Now they 
had to have a whole new house to be accepted. 

“We, of course, use this technique in our advertising 
and promotion work to let the consumer public peek in- 
side some superbly designed rooms and make them want 
nicer surroundings for themselves. A perfect example of 
this is a house designed by Ed Stone. It was created as 
a showpiece of our promotional efforts in 1959 featuring 
rooms decorated by A.I.D. members John and Earline 
Brice, furniture by A.I.D. Resources Council member 
Dunbar, designed by A.I.D. member Ed Wormley, fabrics 
by severa! of the finest converters. It will be duplicated 
in toto on the floor of W. & J. Sloane this fall. 

“While we think this is a kind of extra special effort, 
it is by no means the only thing of its kind going on. 
Last year Alcoa put up a show house of its own in the 
very same small community, New Canaan, Conn., and 
we are continually seeing efforts along this line by fiber 
producers, electrical appliance people, makers of build.

ing supplies. Every one of these homes then becomes a 
showcase for the decorator’s art. There is no question 
that decorators and members of the Resources Council 
share in the benefits of this increasing promotional effort, 
and there is a resultant increased demand for decorators’ 
services and homefurnishings supplies. 

“There is another area where both groups will benefit 
by closer association, and that’s in product design. New 
plastics, finishes, fibers and other materials have on the 
one hand given you greater freedom of choice in express- 
ing your decorating ideas. On the other hand, they have 
increased the complexity of the decorator’s job making it 
necessary for him to keep up with an ever-widening range 
of materials—improved materials, yes—but ever-widen- 
ing, nevertheless. You have to learn the properties of 
each. 

“The New York Chapter of the A.I.D. recently asked 
all fiber producers, for example, to address their member- 
ship on the subject of fiber characteristics. This sort of 
meeting is very important, but it’s only half the story. It 
will be well for the A.I.D. to turn such a meeting around 
at a future time and have decorators give fiber producers 
their Christmas list of things they'd like to have in 
drapery fabrics, carpets, upholstery fabrics, etc. This in- 
formation would be useful as modern techniques have 
enabled us to modify by mechanical and technical means 
these raw materials that we make in order to obtain a 
wide variety of characteristics, 

“For example, the drapery trade requires a high de- 
gree of light fastness. Some time ago, a technique was 
developed of putting dye materials right into a liquid 
solution from which acetate yarn is made. This is called 
“celaperm.” It makes it possible to have draperies in a 
wide range of colors with more light fastness than is pos- 
sible when dyed on the fabric afterwards. This is an 
adaptation that can be made when you know the end 
results that are wanted. 

“Another example: when the decorating trade told the 
fiber industry that fuller, bulkier hand was desired in 
antique satin fabrics, we were able to extrude a fiber 
with a new cross-section that would give these charac- 
teristics. When we learned of the increasing demand for 
ease of care, techniques learned in the apparel field could 
be quickly applied to this changed market requirement. 

“The information you gain from your very close con- 
tact with the ultimate consumer and her requirements can 
be most helpful to us in our continuing endeavor to back 
up your efforts with the right kind of products. In our 
continuing search for proper product specifications, there 
is no substitute for good market information of the sort 
that you can provide. 

“Because of this evident mutuality of interest and infor- 
mation in product design and in stimulation of consumer 
demand, I predict that the membership of the Resources 
Council will grow very rapidly and that its membership 
list a year from today will read like a “Who’s Who in 
Industry.”

W  orld-famous among America’s sea-inspired restaurants 
are Atlantic City’s Captain’s Table and San Francisco’s 
Fisherman’s Whar}, each hanging on the edge of an ocean. 
To get authentic sea atmosphere with the Atlantic or Pa- 
cific as a backdrop presents few problems, but to effect 
the salty décor of a ship’s ward room where there is 
no ocean outside a window is a special accomplishment 
in interior design. Therefore, in order to give the land- 
lubbers of Chicago an authentic salty atmosphere of a 
ship on the briny deep in the Lea Side Restaurant, in- 
terior designer Manny Shein went to great lengths for 
the exact touches that identify the interior at once with 
sea food, the specialty of the restaurant catering to a 
discriminating clientéle. Faced with the owner’s desire 
to transform an old-fashioned drug store in the Common- 
wealth Hotel literally into a ship ashore—as far as décor 
permitted—the interior designer’s first problem was to 
create the true low-beamed atmosphere of a merchant 
ship’s ward room while maintaining the luxurious effect 
of an ocean-going passenger vessel’s dining salon. This 
was accomplished by lowering the old-fashioned high 
ceiling and installing overhead lighting and rheostats to 
produce dim-out effects; bulky columns were cut to two- 
thirds their original size and covered with sandblasted

yellow pine; and to assure a steadying effect for patrons 
without good sea legs, there was installed a room- 
encircling rail, waist-high, separating bar and counter 
table from the main dining area. The authentic ship 
effect was enhanced by rope rigging from the ceiling to 
the paneled railing, port holes, painted murals of under- 
sea scenes, and navigational maps used as wallpaper in 
the section of the dining room set off as a chart room. 
The helm of a 1760 sailing vessel, found in the Orkney 
Islands off the coast of Scotland, was installed as a chan- 
delier with ship’s lanterns. Some of the lanterns and 
masthead lights were acquired in Norway, the glass floats 
and netting were imported from Japan. Since furnish- 
ings are intimate and tend to be around for quite a while, 
it is the designer’s responsibility, declares Mr. Shein, that 
their presence be a pleasant experience and, if possible, 
an enduringly romantic one. Instead of pictures, he has 
built shadow boxes into the walls with exhibits straight 
from Davy Jones’ locker; and, for a humorous touch, life 
preservers are placed strategically over the bar. To com- 
plete the nautical atmosphere, patrons are seated with a 
“Welcome aboard, sir” by the waitress as they are given a 
berth on the port or starboard side of the ship; and the 
kitchen, aft, is naturally always referred to as “the galley.”

and individual emphasis suggested by a liberal use of 
white underscored with soft, rich gold and touches of 
crimson. A special selectivity as expressed in the various 
materials, such as silk fabrics and luxurious carpets, 
heightens the decorative effect while providing a unified 
tonality. Accessories, including a group of paintings and 
sculpture from the client’s personal art collection, were 
selected for integration into the respective schemes of the 
various rooms.

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When the first showrooms opened their doors in Jack- 
son Square eight years ago, there were eight buildings 
with some 57.000 square feet of available space. At the 
time of our last report on the Square (Interior Design, 
December, 1955), the number of showrooms had in- 
creased to 36. Today there are 33 buildings, 66 show- 
rooms and 277,000 square feet of space, and further 
expansion is continuing all the time with no less than 
ten showroom openings in recent months. 

The reason for this overwhelming success is not diffi- 
cult to understand, especially for anyone who has walked 
along Jackson Street and seen the remodeled brick and 
stone Victorian buildings with their contemporary glass 
fronts, then turned off onto Hotaling Place which still 
retains much of the quaint air of its former state—a 
livery stable from which the Wells Fargo coaches, 
hansom cabs and drays made their journeys through the 
streets of early San Francisco. 

Once inside the Square it is hard to realize that you 
are in the heart of a large city—a short walk from the 
bustling Financial District—for the pace is leisurely, the 
atmosphere warm and friendly. Yet it is because of this 
that Jackson Square is in complete harmony with the 
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rest of the city—architecturally and as a way of life— 
for perhaps more than any other section, it epitomizes 
all that San Francisco stands for: a respect for tradition 
and open hospitality. 

The idea for Jackson Square took root in 1951 when 
Dorothy and Harry Lawenda of Kneedler-Fauchere, 
Eleanor and John McGuire of the McGuire Company, 
Edward Griffith of Regency House and Clarence Slade, 
A.1.D., purchased several buildings on Jackson Street 
between Sansome and Hotaling Place. Although this area 
had been the hub of San Francisco’s gold rush years 
when sailing vessels from ports of the world anchored 
nearby, the waterfront gradually edged eastward to its 
present point, and business firms moved in another 
direction as the city grew into the economic center of 
the West. When the city was rebuilt after the 1906 fire 
and earthquake, the old buildings left standing in the 
vicinity of Jackson Street were turned into drab ware- 
houses and forgotten in the parade of progress. 

In restoring the buildings, care has been taken to 
retain as much of their original charm as possible, and 
the result is a pleasing blend of old and new. Hulls 
and masts of ships abandoned in the race for gold pro- 
vide the foundations for many of the showrooms, and 
some of the old masts still serve as columns in the sup- 
port of the buildings. Current expansion is taking place 
along nearby Pacific Avenue, once known as America’s 
most sinful area—the Barbary Coast—where saloons and 
burlesque houses flourished in the gay 90’s. One of the 
most striking examples of retaining the original flavor 
of the area is the new Herman Miller showroom which 
was the home of the “Hippodrome” and “Midway” 
music halls in the early 1900’s. The facade is painted in 
gay colors of bright orange, blue and black, the entrance 
has lunette windows and double swinging doors, and 
inside many of the original details such as plaster frieze 
work have been restored. 

To handle joint advertising and promotion campaigns 
plus many other services of mutual benefit, all firms who 
maintain showrooms in the area belong to the Jackson 
Square Association. In addition, five firms who do not 


have showrooms but are represented by firms that do,

are associate members, and two other member firms pro- 
vide services only: Otele Stahmann with complete work- 
room facilities, and Niels C. Hansen who handles ware- 
housing, pick-up, consolidation and shipping of any 
purchases made on Jackson Square. The Association 
holds an annual election of officers, maintains an office 
on the Square under the direction of W. Allen Knolle, 
publishes a bulletin twice a year called the “Jackson 
Square Herald” which spotlights new sources, designs 
and products of member firms, and plays host to hun- 
dreds of buyers from all over the nation during the two 
annual San Francisco furniture market weeks. The 
Association will also assist any wholesale firm interested 
in firiding available showroom space in the area. 

In addition to trade showrooms, the Square also 
boasts such assorted attractions as a little theatre called 
“Theatre of the Golden Hind” after the sailing ship of 
Sir Francis Drake, coffee houses, restaurants, and a tree 
planting program instigated by the Association. All 
these factors appeal to many interior designers, engineers 
and architects who have taken much of the office space 
on the upper floors of the buildings in and around the 
Square. 

The Department of City Planning of the School of 
Architecture of the University of California has made 
the prophecy that many more interesting buildings in 
the area deserve renovation and that the complete extent 
of Jackson Square is far from being reached. The rapid 
pace at which it is growing, however, is indicated to 
some extent by the new showrooms spotlighted on the 
following pages. In showing a sampling of the merchan- 
dise available, we have endeavored to emphasize prod- 
ucts which originate on the West Coast and are therefore 
less familiar to our readers in other parts of the country.

At the Design Center 


Two of the newest rooms to be presented at the Design 
Center for Interiors in New York are a Good Company 
Room designed by Charles T. Haight, A.I.D., for The 
Upholstery Leather Group and Heritage Furniture Co., 
and a Music Room designed by C. Eugene Stephenson, 
Fellow, A.1.D., for the Hammond Organ Company. Mr. 
Haight’s room features furniture from the “Laureate” 
group which he designed for Heritage, furniture that is 
modern enough to please those with a contemporary 
taste, yet classical enough to satisfy even the antiquarian. 
The setting is formal; the color scheme warm and invit- 
ing: curry, cashmere, black and ivory. Flanking the 
window are burled myrtle and mahogany bookcases 
lined with marbleized curry wallpaper matching that of 
the wall behind the sofa grouping. Roman arches, motif 
of the room divider, have columns sheathed in gold-tooled 


black leather with gold-tooled fleur de lys, and seating 


furniture is upholstered in curry “down cushion” leather 
that requires only soap and water for cleaning. 

Mr. Stephenson planned his room as a quiet retreat 
from the busy activities of every-day life—a place for 
the enjoyment of music and games—with one of the 
neatly designed Hammond Organ models as the focal 
point. The background introduces a new use of a familiar 
material: one wall covered with three-foot squares of 
suede leather which is repeated as draperies and book 
covers, offering a soft, textured feeling and providing 
an acoustical backdrop to absorb the sound. Terra cotta 
is also the background of a custom rug with circular 
motifs depicting sound wavelengths, and the color is com- 
bined with off-white, antique gold and yellow on roll-up 
window shades. A small-scale desk provides a place for 
work, study and games, and green plants add a pleasing 


decorative note.

The Moscow-New York Exchange 


Orn June 30th, a Soviet Exhibition of Russian science, 
technology and culture opened at the New York Coliseum. 
On July 25th, the American National Exhibition depict- 
ing the American way of life opened in Moscow at 
Sokolniki Park. Both exhibits, of course, cover a broad 
range of Russian and American achievements and are 
being staged with the hope that, according to President 
Eisenhower “the people of our two great nations may gain 
a better understanding of one another.” An attempt to de- 
pict the way both nations live is an important feature of 
the exhibits, and the American exhibition includes a six- 
room ranch house furnished by Macy’s of New York, a 
544-room apartment designed by George Nelson, who is 
responsible for all the interior and exterior displays in 
Moscow, and a display of homefurnishings products. The 
apartment is said to represent the home of an American 
couple with two children living in the suburbs of a large 
city; rent would be approximately $185.00 a month or 
purchased on a cooperative basis for $5,000. The living 


room shown below has an adjoining dining area typical 
of the layout in many new apartment buildings, and the 
kitchen is next to the open dining space with a “pass- 
through” window for serving food. Other rooms include 
a master bedroom and a combination playroom-bedroom 
for two children.

The Soviet Exhibition features a three-room apartment: 
living room and master bedroom (shown here) and a 
room designed for two young boys. There is also a small 
kitchen. Rather than being typical of current Russian 
housing, it is more representative of what is hoped to be 
accomplished by a long-range program of building pre- 
fabricated units in major cities throughout Russia. In 
Moscow, for example, the Soviet press states that many 
older structures are being torn down, and approximately 
100,000 apartments will be built each year from now 
through 1965. Furnishings as used in the exhibit are con- 
temporary in design showing an obvious Scandinavian 
influence, except for the rugs which are of traditional 
Oriental design. Wood is widely used since it is available 
in quantity from the Soviet Union’s vast timber areas, 
but the very high gloss finishes would not be acceptable 
to the tastes of most Americans. Certain features typical 
of American design are noticeable especially the built-in 
units in the living room and bedroom. The Soviet Ex- 
hibition is the first of its kind to be held in the United 
States since the 1939 World’s Fair. It consists of over 
10,000 displays occupying the first, second and third 
floors of the New York Coliseum and will remain on 
view through August 10th.

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Looking Beyond 90 


No statistics are available, but undoubtedly the oldest in- 
terior designer in America is Josette Harris Tinsley, 85, 
a native Kentuckyan of Louisville. “And I have no in- 
tention of growing old,” she says; “there’s no sense to it. 
God has been good to me, and I’m perfectly well except 
for a bit of arthritis that came on last year.” She has 
been a widow for 18 years. 

Mrs. Tinsley, a subscriber to INTERIOR DESIGN magazine 
for many years, states that her first decorating job, was 
an unsolicited one done at the age of ten. One day while 
her mother was away, young Josette decided to do away 
“forever” with some lace curtains which she “couldn’t 
stand.” To replace them she made a pair of draperies by 
cutting in half her mother’s best Marseilles bedspread. 
Thus was terminated her interior designing career until 
1919, 

“Until the first World War I was a social butterfly— 
with never a serious thought. I was a completely spoiled 
brat. Then I began to do war work. I sold a record 
million dollars’ worth of Liberty Bonds on the streets, 
to the accompaniment of what we used to call a ‘mud- 
gutter’ band.” After the war Mrs. Tinsley became dis- 
satisfied with an aimless life of social gaiety and felt 
impelled to do something more constructive. “I'd al- 
ways had a talent for decorating—so that seemed the 
natural thing to do. But when my husband objected to 
my going into business, I refused to speak to him for a 
whole week. Finally one night he said, ‘All right; 
straighten out your face. You can go to work—if you 


” 


do it at home.’” So her career was launched in 1919. 
Later she had a studio downtown for a couple of years, 
then moved her work back home again. 

The decorating job of which Mrs. Tinsley is proudest 
was assisting in the refurbishing of the Old Kentucky 
Home, at Bardstown, when it was turned over to the 
State and opened to the public for the first time, about 
35 years ago. “The place was in such run-down condi- 
tion,” she recalls, “that we had to spend most of the 
appropriation to put on a roof and clean up the yard. 
But when finished, it was lovely and we completed it by 
putting in simple, appropriate furnishings, including an 
1820 chintz for the draperies.” Another house of which 
she was the interior designer and which ranks high on 
her list of favorites is “Spring Station”, planned by 
Thomas Jefferson and built in 1784, now the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Herrmann. 


Louisville Times 


Like most interior designers, Mrs, Tinsley has definite 
preferences and aversions. “I don’t like the modern 
style,” she states firmly; “it is too restrictive, and | al- 
ways try to work in a few antiques, even in offices. And 
I love things Oriental. One can’t go wrong using the 
exquisite Chinese and Japanese motifs.” The living room 
of her own apartment reflects this taste with its Chinese 
lacquered cabinet and embroideries combined with Vene- 
tian antiques from the Nardini collection. 

Busy, gracious Mrs. Tinsley is proud of the fact that 
“nearly all of my clients have become warm personal 
friends.” She numbers among her commissions the 
Baptist Boys’ Estate, the interior of a church, the chapel 
of another church, and a recreation room of still another. 
In addition there are numerous houses that she has dec- 
orated, including recently that of Col. Liston Taylor of the 
Air Force Missile Test Center, Cape Canaveral, Florida. 
“I’m really not a very good business woman, I’m afraid,” 
she says. “Even when I write business letters I just 
have to include a little personal note.” 

Mrs. Tinsley’s formula for staying young is “you have 
to have a hobby, something to interest you.” Hers are 
cooking and the Senior Citizens Group, a local club as- 
sociated with Highland Presbyterian Church which meets 
one day each week for luncheon and recreation, and 
whose members are all over sixty years. She has no plans 
for retiring, “although in about five years I may be able 
only to be a consultant. But I’m looking forward to it. 
After all, I'll only be ninety then!”

A survey of 18th-century building trades 
and architectural crafts. 2 vols. Dover Pub- 
lications, Inc., 180 Varick St., New York.

From our vantage point in history it is unthinkable that 
such a volume as this could have been one of the instru- 
ments that motivated the French Revolution. Nevertheless 
such is the case, because of the broader mental horizon 
it extended for the French populace, since the building 
trades and architectural crafts were a major concern of 
the philosophers of 18th-century France. As _ history’s 
first systematic illustrated survey of crafts and trades, 
it was the forerunner of modern trade journals and tech- 
nical books. Today we view it as did its authors, led 
by Denis Diderot, merely as an instrument in advancing 
technical knowledge. The Encyclopedia, which the finest 
minds took more than 25 years to complete, devoted hun- 
dreds of descriptive illustrations to a comprehensive sur- 
vey of building and its allied arts. Now, for the first 
time in over a century, these wonderful copperplate 
engravings have just been reprinted. In this beautiful 
new edition of the original work, with all the superb 
engravings, there is pictured the techniques and products 
of the artisans whose work survives today, and therefore 
is of great interest to the interior designer. The mason, 
for example, was a central figure in the stone-built cities 
of 18th-century Europe, while the carpenter dominated 
in areas where wood was more plentiful. The tools and 
techniques of both crafts are portrayed in detail in these 
engravings, making them most interesting. Another im- 
portant artisan was the tile-setter, and the making and 
setting of tiles for roofs and floors, a major industry, is 
treated extensively. Ornamental ironwork is almost a lost 
art today, but it was one of France’s proudest crafts in 
the 18th century, and the Encyclopedia pictures the tech- 
niques and products of the artisans whose work survives 
today in the gates and grilles of Paris and the balconies 
of Old New Orleans. Marble is given equal consideration, 
since 18th-century architecture called for lavish use of 
this material inside and out. These are only a few of the 
subjects treated and which are of absorbing interest to 
every intelligent person today; many others are con- 
sidered, and all are made exciting by the superb 


engravings, each of which is worthy of framing.

plicated and hazardous task, if not an impossible one, to 
attempt to define the prevailing style in interior decora- 
tion today. In his foreword to this rich pictorial volume 
(there are over 150 monochrome illustrations and 24 
beautiful full-page plates in color), the author outlines 
the development of the modern style in one of the most 
intelligent reports that have appeared to date, summariz- 
ing the new trends as follows: “Nowadays the designer 
has to please the greatest possible number of purchasers, 
who are becoming more and more exacting because they 
are aware of the new contributions which industrial 
advances can make to the fitting up of their homes, and 
have come to take these facilities and improvements for 
granted. All the apparatus of comfortable living, the 
triumphant creations of modern techniques, must there- 
fore find a place in the decorator’s plans; they must be 
an integral part of his designs, and must be neither 
inappropriate nor unattractive in appearance.” Besides 
complete color schemes shown in natural color, and 
original designs for furniture and lighting fixtures, there 
are numerous illustrations showing special motifs for 
floors, walls, drapery treatments and built-in equipment. 


DESIGN MANUAL FOR CABINET FURNITURE 


Published for the Furniture Development 
Council, 49 pp. Pergamon Press, Inc., 122 
East 55th Street, New York. $3.50. 

One of the most remarkable features of scientific re- 
search is its fruitful applicability in unexpected places. 
This is often illustrated when research gives us new and 
profitable insight into the old and familiar. There can be 
no more familiar object than an item of cabinet furni- 
ture; and yet, in these pages, we find that a modern 
scientific study of it has yielded new and advantageous 
ways of constructing it so as to obtain maximum rigidity, 
since there are basic principles that can be applied in 
various ways. In the past, the methods of constructing 
cabinet furniture have been developed by empirical meth- 
ods so that the idea of having scientific principles that 
can be applied to furniture is new. “But let no one think 
that the scientist, even today, can displace the craftsman,” 
states Edward Appleton in his foreword. “Craftsmanship 
should be the optimum expression of science and tech- 
nology.” This volume provides the designer with technical 
information in addition to that gained by experience and 
tradition. Here are the basic scientific principles of the 
construction of cabinet furniture, giving the designer of 
furniture much the same kind of information as that 
which is essential to an architect when designing a roof 
truss, for example. This book, essential reading for every 
cabinet designer and manufacturer, is the result of a 
three-year research project carried out by the Furniture 
Development Council.

EUROPE TODAY 


By William A. Tomlinson 

President, Tomlinson of High Point 
Europe impresses one with a sense of timelessness. Per- 
haps this is best illustrated by the example that in Europe 
anything from the year 1800 on is considered “modern” 
and is referred to as such. Nothing really deserves to be 
called “old” unless it dates back to the 14th or 15th 
century or earlier . . . and “earlier” goes back to the 
years before Christ. One can well imagine the sense of 
perspective and “timelessnesss” which this conveys. There 
is no worship of the new for newness’ sake . . . there 
is no disparagement of the old for oldness’ sake. On the 
other hand, merit is recognized for merit’s sake regard- 
less of where or when. 

Perhaps the single concept most impressive is the 
stateliness and dignity of European architecture and fur- 
nishings. Probably this is brought about through the 
recognition by Western civilization of the dignity and 
divinity of man. Columns, doorways, buildings, spires, 
backs of chairs, and entire pieces of furniture reach for 
the skies as if to symbolize man reaching for the 
Almighty. Obviously this is not always accomplished by 
specific height, but often by proportionate height, pro- 
portionate grace, proportionate slimness of line. 

Thus even a small table has stately dignity, and a rustic 
bread cupboard has a calm and unfrivolous charm. Even 
when the specific height of a piece cannot be exceptional, 
design concepts tend to give the illusion of height, with- 
out bulk or weight. 

As would be natural, materials used are largely what 
is or was at hand. But most often these materials are 
detailed with sympathy and are molded, shaped, or 
formed into articles of grace and pleasing design that 
leave one with the impression that no other material 
would have been quite so happy a choice. 

A particularly noticeable facet of European architec- 
ture and design is the completely realistic acceptance of 
the workings of nature. For example, sculpture may 
show the terrible conflict of wild animals or of human 
beings and animals. Design motifs show the natural 
twinings of leaves and flowers as they might grow un- 
guided. The people live close to nature and have a great 
respect for nature as shown by the high amount and 
degree of cultivation of flowers and other growing things. 
The contrast with our American worship of the man- 
made is quite striking. 

Paris has long been recognized as a forerunner of 
artistic public taste in both wearing apparel and in home 
furnishings. It was surprising and I think highly signifi- 
cant to note that the avant-garde of furniture styles in 
Paris today is English late 18th Century. The “tonier” 
decorating and antique shops are displaying liberally 
Hepplewhite and Sheraton mahogany furniture. Un-

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EUROPE TODAY, continued from page 158 
doubtedly this movement is in such an early stage at 
this time that it is premature to predict whether or not 
it will grow and become worldwide or will prove to be 
simply a false start. Nevertheless, it is just as sure as the 
seasons that the day will come eventually when this styie 
of furniture will again be in the ascendancy, whether that 
be five, ten, or fifteen years from now. 

The theatre presentations and couturier showings in 
Rome and Paris provided more and better clues to color 
use than did the furnishings which I saw. My impressions 
along this line can be summarized by listing the following 
colors as becoming more important: 

Soft rose Powdery sapphire 

Deep peach Very soft celadon 

Moss green 
All of the above are used with very liberal proportions 
of white so that even the deeper, richer colors do not 
create a sombre effect, but rather a vigorous and vital 
effect.
